Addresses were then made by Mr 
Duggan, Mr Crawtord and Dr Stanley. 

The Conservative Party 
leader in an eloquent speech first ad- 
versedly criticiszed the present gov- 
ernment, next outlined the stand of 
the party in the Legislature and then 
gave some of the highlights of the 
Party's programme should it come in- 
to power. 

He stated that in 1921 the UFA 
bad been elected on a platform of 
;economy and that for five years this 
pledge had been fulfilled. But that, 
following the election of 1926, an en- 
ormous debt had been incurred and 
| the people burdened with heavy taxa- 
tion, and this had come about in spite 
of new sources of revenue, such as 
motor licenses, the gasoline tax and 
the revenue trom the sale of liquor. 
| He pointed out that for 11 years pre 
vious to 1921 the government had ob- 
| tained in taxes from the people of 
Alberta 60 million dollars and had 
spent 65 million dollars, and that for 
the 11 years following 1921, when the 
U F A first obtained office, the gov- 
ernment had obtained 141 million in 
taxes and had spent 160 million. 

Mr Duggan next turned his atten- 
tion to the Telephone System. Not 
ull last session, he said did the gov- 
ernment come to grips with the pro 
blem. An expert's report disclosed 
that the System has incurred a loss 
of 10 1-2 million dollars. This loss 
does not appear in the Public Accts. 
| Dominion Government statistics 
|show, said the speaker, that tae per 
|capita debt in Alberta is greater than 
|that of any other province. 

The enormous travelling expenses 
of the various Depts rame in for 
severe censure, as also did the fact 
that the three newly appointed Cab- 
‘inet ministers are doing a great deal 
of political campaigning instead of be- 
coming familiar with their respective 
duties. 

Mr Duggan next made reference to 
the guarantees made by’ the Govt, 
such as the guarantees given for var- 
ious Co-operative undertakings and 
‘for the Lethbridge Northern Irriga- 
tion project. These, he said, amount- 
{ed to 11 million dollas. 

The speaker contended that the 
| Conservative Party in the Legislature 
has consistently advocated that the 
; Proceeds trom motor licenses and 
from the gasoline tax should be set 
aside for the building of roads. He 

Claimed that the government's refusal 
to adopt this policy accounts for the 
|poor condition of Alberta's roads to 
jday. Another policy advocated by 
| Conservative members has been that 
half the sum obtained from the sale 
pt Uquor should be kept as reserve 
for purposes of relief. Mr Duggan 
stated that not a dolla paid out for 
relief in Alberta has been raised by 
the Province but has come from loans

Mr Crawford spoke briefly on the 
j need for the repeal of certain laws 
which have the effect of increasing 
Interest Rates and of drying yp cre- 
dit. He said there were 26 such laws 
| passed by Liberal and U F A Govts. 
Earlier in the evening Mr Crawford 
jhad spoken of the’ excellent work 
done by Mr Ridley in organizing the 
{Constituency and said that he had 
greatly increased the Party‘s chances 
for success. 

Dr Stanley made a final appeal to 
Mr Hughes to accept the nomination 
and to the meeting to stand behind 
him.
